BILL BECOMES A LAW 


Drastic 
Measure 
Passes 
Gauntlet of Both 
Houses. 


By Asso cia ted Press Lea sed Wire 
Spring field, 111., J uly 1.—The drastic 
pro hibitio n enfo rcem ent statute, kno wn 
as the “search and seizure” bill, to day 
became a law. 
It was passed by the 
fifty first g eneral g eneral

While enforcement is lo dg ed with lo - 
eal authorities, and not with a sta te 
pro hibitio n commissioner as spo nso rs o f 
the bill soug ht, the sev erity o f the pen­ 
alties fo r vio latio n 
of law's pro visio ns, it 
is believed 
will 
disco urag e “bo o tleg 
King .” 
Sale, transpo rtatio n, o r po ssessio n o f 
into x icating liquo r, defined ns that co n 
taining mo re than o ne-half o f o ne per 
cent alco ho l is made unlawful, ex cept 
fo r sacramental, chemical, 
m anufac­ 
turing o r medicinal purpo ses. 
Bo th Atto rney General Hrundag e and 
Go verno r Lo wden have interpreted the 
law as perm itting a perso n to k« *ep in- 
to x ieating liquo r fo r his private use o r 
fo r serving to his g uests in his o wn res­ 
idence. 
Handling o f liquo r fo r tin* purpo ses 
made unlawful by the statute 
is po s­ 
sible o nly when the perso n o r ag ent has 
o btained a license fro m 
the 
atto rney 
g eneral and after he has co mplied with 
the requirem ents fo r an elabo rate sy s­ 
tem o f checking the co nsig nee and the 
co nsig no r. 
The law co vers all co mpo unds and 
preparatio ns “ w hether pro prietary , pa t­ 
ented o r no t which are 
po table 
and 
which are capable o r suitable fo r being 
used as a beverag e." 
Vessels, furniture o r 
V ehicles u sed 
in the sale o r transpo rtatio n o f into x i­ 
cating liquo r are declared by the act to 
be “co mmo n nuisances” and subject lo 
co nfiscatio n and destructio n. Po wer to 
search ho uses, building s, vehicles, bo ats 
o r o ther places and to seize into x icating 
liquo r is autho rized by the statute, "pro ­ 
vided. ho wever, no warrant shall I».* Is 
sued to search a private dwelling o c­ 
cupied as such unless such warrant Is 
sig ned by two Judg es and unless such 
residence is a place o f public re-so rt, o r 
into x icating liquo r is so ld o r kept fo r 
sale in vio latio n o f the law.” Judg es are 
defined as “Judg es, Justice o f the peace 
o r po lice m ag istrate.” 
Drug g ists who sell into x icants, ex cept 
as the law so ts up, wo uld ho subject fo r 
the first o ffense to a line o f $400 to $8 00 
and a jail sentence o f fro m ninety day s 
to o ne y ear; seco nd o ffense, revo catio n 
o f certificate to practice pharmacy fo r 
two y ears in additio n to the fine and 
jail sentence; third 
o ffense, 
a 
tine o i 
fro m $500 to $1000, a penitentiary term 
o f fro m o ne to three y ears and perm an­ 
ent revo catio n o f pharm acy certificate. 
Penalties equally 
severe 
are 
pre­ 
scribed fo r phy sicians who take advan­ 
tag e o f their pro fessio n to si'll 
o r dis­ 
po se o f alco ho lic liquo rs. “Bo o tleg g ers” 
and perso ns who o wn building s when 
unlawful traffic in liquo rs is carried o n 
o r any o ne who mig ht aid in such traffic 
in any way are liable to heavy ' fines and 
impriso nment.
